„r.  Henry  Russell,  the  six  gentlemen 
comprising  the  Board  of  School  I  rustetn 
the  janitor,  were  the  only  persons 
responded  to  the  notice  sent  out  by 
District  Clerk  for  the  animal  school 
meeting.  Mr.  Russell  was  chosen  Ohalr- 
,  and  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Baldwin.  Secretary, 
reading  of  the  Trustees'  annual  re- 
„  was  dispensed  with  as  printed  copies 
e  furnished  The  moneys  recoimneud- 
by  the  Trustees  for  the  ensuing  year 
were  as  follows:  For  current  expenses, 
$9,500;  towards  paying  mortgaged  indebt¬ 
edness.  $3,000.  The  appropriations  were 
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. and  there  being  no  further 
business  the  meeting  adjourned.  Tiie 
following  statistics  are  taken  Irora  the 
annual  report  of  the  Trustees:  the 
schools  have  been  kept  open  ten  months ; 
enrollment  of  scholars,  998 ;  average  at¬ 
tendance,  713,  divided  as  follows:  High 
School  enrollment,  64  ;  Grammar  School, 
Centre  Primary,  273;  Berkeley  Pri- 
y,  198;  Brookside  Primary,  86.

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The  increaee  in  the  number  of  school 
•  hiidreo  during  the  past  ten  years  is  241 
The  financial  statement  la  a*  follows

A  payment  of  $3,000  has  been  made  on 
the  mortgage  indebtedness.  At  the  pres¬ 
ent  rate  of  payment  unless  new  obligations 
are  incurred,  the  whole  debt  will  have 
been  cancelled  in  a  little  more  than  three 
years.  The  current  expenses  have  been 
kept  within  the  amount  appropriated  and 
a  balance  left  with  the  Collector  of  $479. 18. 
The  receipts  of  the  library  fund  for  the 
year  have  been  as  follows :  from  8chool 
Fair,  $695.80;  from  State,  $40;  from  Dis¬ 
trict,  $4.37;  Total.  $740.17;  all  of  which 
has  been  judiciously  expended  in  books, 
music  and  ftchool  apparatus.  Referring 
to  the  school  buildings  the  report  says, 
beyond  the  necessary  painting  and  repair¬ 
ing  no  important  changes  were  made. 
The  condition  of  Berkeley  School  has 
received  the  careful  attention  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees.  various  schemes  for  enlarging  the 
building  and  giving  it  a  more  pleasant 
external  appearance  have  been  considered 
but  no  defiulte  plan  adopted.  The  report 
dwells  at  lehgtb  on  the  subject  of  instruc¬ 
tion,  and  contains  much  of  interest  and 
value  to  paients.  The  course  of  study 
adopted  Is  arranged  for  twelve  years  of 
school  work  divided  as  follows :  three 
years  in  the  High  School,  five  years  in 
the  Gram  min*  Department  and  four  yeure 
in  the  Primary  Department.  Tne  abstract 
method  formerly  in  use,  beginning  and 
continuing  studies  by  book  and  rules  only, 
entirely  displaced.  Children  on  enter¬ 
ing  school  now  are  called  upon  to  deal 
first  with  things,  their  fasts,  relations  and 
usages. 

One  of  t^ie  difficulties  of  establishing 
the  work  upon  the  new  basis  is  the  fre¬ 
quent  change  in  the  teaching  foroe  of  the 
school,  muby  teachers  proving  unable  to 
familiarize  .themselves  with  the  details  of 
tho  work.  To  remedy  this  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  provide  for  the  training 
of  teachers  in  the  school  itself.  Gradu¬ 
ates  from  the  High  School,  manifesting 
aptitude  are  placed  one  at  a  time  in  train¬ 
ing  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent 
teacher.  The  plan  has  worked  well. 
They  naturally  feel  a  direct  interest  in 
the  school,  evince  personal  pride  in  the 
special  wotk  aud  are  much  more  perma¬ 
nent.  Five  of  the  teachers  now  employed 
were  given  places  under  this  plan.  The 
discipline  of  the  school  has  been  excel¬ 
lent  only  oiue  pupil  being  euspeuded  dur¬ 
ing  the  term.  On  the  part  of  ths  teachers 
there  has  been  evinced  interest  as  well  as 
judgment  and  tact  in  perfecting  measures 
for  advancement  in  the  details  and  scope 
of  their  wprk.  In  all  these  essentials  the 
body  of  teachers  now  employed  is  scarce¬ 
ly  without  an  exception  a  material  im¬ 
provement  on  any  yet  had.  The  report  is 
a  document  of  unusual  interest,  and 
every  parent  should  secure  a  5opy  and 
give  it  careful  perusal.
